One of the most important and far 
reaching bills that have passed the prcs 
ent Legislature is that authorizing the 
levy of a poll and ad valorem tax f< 
county purposes The bill as adopted 
and signed by the Governor is as follows: 

"That the Court of Claims or Fiscal 
Court of each county in this common 
wealth Is hereby authorized to levy and 
collect a poll and ad valorem tax to pay 
off the existing 
to defray the current and 
penses of the respective counties of the 
rrommonweahh of Kentucky. But thi- 
section shall not be construed so as tr 
authorize the Court of Claims or Fiscal 
Court of any county to levy 
any railroad bonded indebtedness or any 
interest on any such indebtedness. That 
the poll tax shall uot exceed $1 50 on 
each male person of the age of 21 y» 
or more, residing in the county. The 
valorem tax shall not exceed 50 eenti 
the $100 worth of taxable property 

"That the assessment made for state 
purposes, when supervised as required by 
law. shall be the basis for the levy and 
collection of the ad valorem tax author 
ized in the precediug section, and the 
officer who may collect the state revenue 
in each county shall also collect the 
aforesaid put) and ad 

•That the Sheriff or other officer who 
may collect these taxes shall annually, 
before he proceeds to do so, execute bond 
to the commonwealth of Kentucky, in 
the County Court of each respective 
county, with one or more sufficient sure 
ties, iu a sum equal to double the amount 
of taxes likely to come into his hands, 
for a faithful performance of his duty.

I.T83 tons, built at Ab- 
bott's Bridge, O., in 1883, und hailing 
from Sandusky. The Governor Ames 
is the second In the Mat and the largest 
selkooBer on salt water. She wus built 
at Waldo boro, Me., In le*0, huils from 
Full River and registers i.inu tons. 
The Millie U. Iirowne, built at Camden, 
Me., in l&cfJ. measured t.AM) tons, but, 
as she was lost on the first trip, she 
doesn't count In the present list. The 
four-master Tecunxseh, 1..MK) tons, built 
ut Dath In ISSfl, is the third largest 
schooner afloat, and the John F. 
Randall 1.585 tons, built at Bath in 1880, 
is fourth In point of sixe.

EARTHQUAKE. 

Heaviest Seismic Disturbance 
Since 1868. 



It Is Felt for Two Rundred Miles 
Around San Francisco. 

Th» Gmlnl Damn*' U 



Ran Krakcwm), April 20.— The hesv- 
■nt sarthqtteke experienced in Callfor- 
nii. since 1808 occurred shortly before 8 
a'clock Tuesday morning. The oountrv 
within two hundred miles of Sun Fran- 
cisco was visited by a shock, which va- 
ried in Intensity at different points. In 
this city a number of larcre buildings 
trembled perceptibly, but the only one 
to sustain damage was the old church 
which, until lately, had been occupied 
by the academy of sciences, the front 
wall of which gave way. tearing away 
the balconies. 

The town of Vacaville. situated in the 
heart of the beautiful Vaca valley, 
sixty-five miles from San Francisco, 
wu the center of the seismic distur- 
bance. Vucjivlllt is a town of twenty- 



These were -fill either badly 
or totally destroyed, as well 
as a number of brick residences in the 
town and vicinity. Manyof the walls 
fell outward into the street, which was 
filled with debris, but whic h workmen 
at once began to clear away. 

Many of the walls were of frail charac- 
ter, and succumbed easily tn the shock. 
Very slight damage occurred to frame 
houses. The only person in Vacaville 
or vicinity reported seriously injured 
was 0. O. Felk.ner, of San J 1 «e, who wns 
struck by falling debris and sustained 
severe cuts and bruises. Several per- 
sons had narrow escape from injury. 

Dixon and Winters, towns of about 
2,000 inhabitants, located respectively 
northeast and northwest of VaeavlUc. 
and within a few miles of the latter 
plaee. were scenes of considerable de- 
struction. The Masonic hall at Irixon, 
a two-story brick block, was ruined, and 
its falling walls shattered the twoad join- 
ing houses. A fire which broke out 
among the ndns caused much damage 
at Winters, but the danger was lessened 
by an abundant water supply. The 
house of John Thiffel, between Vaca- 
ville and Winters, was destroyed by Are, 
cansed by an overturned lamp, the occu- 
pants bH rely escaping with their lives. 

At Winters the inhabitants were for 
a time panic-stricken, owing to the se- 
verity of the shock. Forty guest* were 
in the tw. -story Illiss hotel at Winters, 
the walls of which collapsed, and the 
fact that no one was injured by the 
caving of walls was remarkable. One 
new brick school-house and several oth- 
er new brick buildings in Winters were 
cracked and wrenched from their foun- 
dations. The banks of Putnh creek 
caved in. and fissures opened in the bot- 
tom of the creek. Three miles west of 
the town an acre of ground slid into the 
creek, and small fissures were made in 
the country road. Several great bowl- 
ders were thrown from the hillsides at 
a point on the Berryeso mad, near Win- 
ters, blocking the roadway. Consider- 
able da/nnge was done to isolated farm 
buildings, but no personal injuries are
